NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES  (See 

Tables

The  year  was  ushered  in  by  an  epidemic  of  measles  which  whilst 
expected  nevertheless  produced  an  exceptionally  large  number  of 
cases  of  this  disease. 

Other  infectious  diseases  were  of  trivial  proportions.

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The  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  : 


Section  hi  of  this  Act  empowers  a  Local  Authority  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  apply  to  the 
Courts  for  an  order  for  the  removal  to  hospital  or  other  appropriate 
institution  of  persons  found  to  he  suffering  from  grave  chronic 
disease,  being  aged  or  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated  and 
living  under  insanitary  conditions,  and  not  receiving  from  other 
persons  proper  care  and  attention. 


The  procedure  for  administering  this  section  has  been  greatly 
simplified  by  the  coming  into  force  of  National  Assistance 
(Amendment)  Act,  1951*  which  makes  possible  immediate  action  by  a 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  safeguard  the  welfare  of  the  aged. 


It  was  not  found  necessary  to  exercise  powers  under  this  Act 
since  all  persons  coming  to  notice,  eight  in  all,  were  admitted  to 
hospital  by  their  own  consent. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA 


Por  the  following  information  I  am  indebted,  to  Mr.  F.B. 
Ashbridge,  Sanitary  Inspector,  whose  work  during  the  year  under 
review  it  represents. 


Water  Supply. 

Mains  water  is  supplied  by  the  Leicester  Corporation  and  is 
piped  direct  into  4*865  houses  to  serve  a  population  of  15,700. 

A  further  49  houses  having  160  occupants  receive  the  same  water 
from  standpipes.  The  quality  of  the  water  is  entirely  satis¬ 
factory  but  the  pressure  of  the  supply  varies  considerably  in 
different  districts  and  in  the  same  district  at  different  times. 

An  auxiliary  main  was  laid  during  the  year  to  augment  the 
supply  to  the  Wigston  Fields  area  and  further  schemes  are  under 
consideration. 

12  Houses  rely  upon  wells  for  their  water  and  during  the 
year  8  samples  were  taken  from  certain  of  the  9  wells  in  use. 

Of  these  samples  4  were  unsatisfactory.  Two  wells  were  cleansed. 


Sewage  Disposal . 

With  the  exception  of  parts  of  East  Wigston  the  District 
appears  to  be  adequately  sewered.  Sewage  disposal  is  at  the 
Council's  Works  in  Countesthorpe  Road.  It  cannot  be  held  that 
the  condition  of  the  works  is  other  than  unsatisfactory  owing  to 
gross  overloading.  Pollution  of  watercourses  adjacent  to  the 
works  is  unavoidable.  Improvements  are  scheduled  but  have  been 
delayed  by  Ministerial  allocation  of  a  low  priority. 

There  are  in  the  area  no  earthclosets,  privies  or  ashpits. 
13  cesspools  are  cleaned  fortnightly  by  Council  employees  whilst 
23  pail  closets,  mostly  chemical,  are  similarly  dealt  with  at 
weekly  intervals. 


Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  at  approximately 
weekly  intervals  whilst  trade  wastes  are  collected  from  the  50 
premises  producing  these. 

The  salvaging  of  ferrous  and  non-ferrous  metals  continues 
but  with  the  disappearance  of  the  market  for  it  waste  paper  is 
no  longer  collected  as  a  separate  item. 

Kitchen  waste  presents  less  of  a  problem  and  the  end  of  its 

collection  is  in  sight.

A  full  time  trained  rodent  operator  is  employed  and  his 
services  are  available  to  the  adjoining  Oadby  U.D.C. 

All  Council  property  is  treated  regularly  and  public  sewers 
twice  yearly.  Householders  are  offered  a  free  service  but  a 
charge  is  made  for  operations  involving  trade  premises. 


Smoke  Abatement. 

40  observations  were  made  on  alleged  smoke  nuisances.  It 
was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  formal  action  as  co-operation 
with  the  factories  concerned  served  to  effect  the  remedies. 


Shops  Act.  1950* 

2  defects  in  sanitary  conveniences  were  found  during  the 
year  and  these  together  with  3  outstanding  from  1952  were 
remedied. 

2  further  defects  in  washing  facilities  were  found  which 
with  2  similar  defects  outstanding  from  1952  were  also  remedied. 

Camping  Sites. 

The  8  dwelling  vans  in  the  area  include  7  temporary  vans 
which  are  owned  by  travelling  showmen  and  which  are  laid  up  in 
this  District  for  the  winter. 

16  inspections  were  made.  No  conditions  were  found  which 
required  any  action. 


Pet  Animals  Act.  1951* 

Under  this  Act  2  premises  were  licensed.  8  inspections 
were  made  during  the  year,  no  contraventions  of  the  Act  being 
discovered. 


Rag  Flock  &  other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951* 

Under  this  Act  2  premises  are  registered  for  the  purpose 
of  upholstering.  No  contraventions  of  regulations  have  been 
found. 


Eradication  of  Vermin. 


8  houses  were  found  to  require  treatment  to  eradicate 
fleas  and  bed  bugs.  3  of  the  infested  properties  were  owned 
by  this  Council. 

Disinfestation  was  satisfactorily  carried  out  in  every 
case  by  stripping  and  treating  with  gammexane  and  other  pro¬ 
prietary  insecticid.es  applied  under  pressure.  The  occupiers 
were  advised  of  the  steps  necessary  to  prevent  recurrences.
